Beginning tomorrow, at sunrise, 
the people of Rome and the people of 
all nations now in the Eternal City 
will be admitted to pay their last fare- 
well. Opportunity for this solemn trib- 
ute will end Saturday. . ‘ 

Until § o’clock this afternoon the re- 
mains of the dead Pope lay in the 
throne room of the Vatican, where the 
leaders of the diplomatic, clerical and 
civil world were allowed to pass the 
bier. The ceremonial tonight, when 
the body was conveyed from the throne 
room to St. Peter's; was one of the 
most striking of all the obsequies. 

During the day, the Congregation of 
Cardinals met and decided to hold the 
conclave under the identical regula- 
tions which obtained at the conclave 
which elected Leo.

Once more the prosuiée: with the 
bier now flanked by Swiss guards, 
moved on. After the cardinals came 
the whole diplomatic body accredited 
to the Vatican and the representatives 
‘of the Krights of Malta. The latter 
were followed by the Marshal of the 
Conclave, Prince Chigi; the Master of 
the Holy Hospice, Prince Ruspoli, and 
the comander of the Noble Guards,

FIRST OF THE CEREMONIES. 
PASSING, BEFORE THE BIER. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS~—A.M.] 
ROME, July 22.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
.] The first of the great ceremonies 
pe Leo's funeral commenced to- 
. When the body lay :n state in the 
rone room of the Vatican from 9:30 
‘clock a.m. until 1 o'clock p.m. All the 
diplomats ac-redited to the Vatican, 
the Roman princes, dukes, barons and 
other representatives of ancient fami- 
lies remainig faithful to the Papacy, 
all the high dignitaries of the church, 
the archbishops, bishops and heads of 
the religious orders passed in solemn 
procesion before the bier. 

The papal throne had been removed 
and in its place, under the famous red 
silken canopy, on a small bed, lay the 
body of Leo. Over the bed was thrown 
a red damask covering, on which the 
body reposed, robed in white vest- 
ments, with the red rochet and ca- 
maure hood; and on the feet slippers 
embroidered with gold. The thin hands, 
clasped over the chest, held tightly a 
small ivory crucifix. Around this was 
entwined a rosary of mother of pearl, 
set in gold. On the third finger of the 
right hand the huge emerald Pontificat 
ring sparkled. In striking contrast with 
the ghastly face was the purple hood, 
drawn down over the head almost to 


sunken cheeks and jaws brought the 
nose and chin nearly together on the 


) mouth, which was reduced almost to 


nothing, though no signs of agony were 
visible. It was the corpse of a man who 
might have been dead fifty years. 

On either side, near the shoulders,

The silence was unbroken save by ths 
solemn chanting of six of the Fran- 
ciscan penitentiaries, who, kneeling or 
standing at a bench at the foot of ¢he 
bier, continued their incessant suppli- 
cations. To the left and right on. the 
walis two great gold and marbie 
brackets supported many branches of 
candalabra, but these were not lighted, 
‘nor were the lamps on the marble col- 
umns at each corner. of the throne 
room. The only light thrown on this 
solemn scene came from the candles 
beside the body and from the faint 
rays of sunlight which filtered through 
the twe windows. 

The red damask tapestries with 
which the room was hung gave a touch 
of royal splendor to the surroundings. 
Otherwise it. was an almost. simple 
scene for the death rites of a Pope. 
There was no carpet on the marble 
floor, and not a flower was to be seen, 
according to the strict ritual of the 
last honors of the church to a Pontiff. 

As each lay or clerical dignitary en- 
tered the throne room, he advanced 
slowly to the side of the bed, took a 
last look at the body and then with- 
drew. Some knelt in momentary 
prayer, and crossed themsedves. It 
was the last tribute of devotion and af- 
fection, rather than mere outward 
homage to the head of the great 
church. 

Outside the throne room, the long 
corridors of the Vatican presented a 
brilliant speogacie. At the entrance of} 
the Court of St.. Damaso pontifical gen- 
darmes were drawn up &nd rendered 
military honors as each carriage drove 
in. The dipiomats were in full uniform 
and the princes and others were dressed 
in black. From the St. Damaso Court 
they passed up the marble staircase into 
the Clementino Hall, where the Swiss 
guard was ranged in double column on 
each side. Next they entered the Hall of

CONGREGATION OF CARDINALS. 

In the meanwhile the congregation 
of cardinals met in the hall of the con- 
sistory under the presidency of Cardi- 
nal Oreglia. It was determined to ar- 
range for the accommodation of the 
cardinals during their enforced ‘seclu- 
sion at the conclave in exactly the 
same manner as when Pope Leo was 
elected. Mgr. Merry del Val took up 
the duties of secretary Of the con- 
sistorial congregation.

If anything can allevatie 
the pain which every Catholic root 
supports in the loss of our glorious 
Pontiff, it is the consoling remem- 
brance of the noble, saintly life of the 
Holy Father, his serenity in the midst 
of yniversal anxiety, his devotion te 
duty and his marvelous life, which has 
rendered the influence of religion 
strongly throughout the world, thus 
aheviating human life.

EN. CASSIUSM. CLAY 
SURRENDERS TO DEATH. 


HIS LIFE OF STORM AND STRESS 

Children of Abolitionist, Diplomat and 

Warrior at His Bedside to Say Hail 

and Farewell—Unhappy Delusions that . 

Marred His Last Years. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 
RICHMOND (Ky.) July 22.—Hon. 
Cassius M. Clay, the sage of White 
Hall, formerly Minister to Russia, and 
a widely-known Kentuckian, died at 
his home at White Hall at 9:10 o'clock 
tonight. Death was due to general 
exhaustion. 

Gen, Clay, who was in his ninety- 
third year, had of late years believed 
that a conspiracy to assassinate him 
existed. Somé years ago he fortified 
his home and entered a life of seclu- 
sion that ended only a few weeks 
ago, when the courts appointed a com- 
mittee to take charge of him and his 
effects. He was found desperately iil, 
and has: since had every care. His 
children, long estranged By réason of 
his eccentricities, were again able to 
be with him, and were at the bedside 
when death ensued. 

ADVENTUROUS CAREDR.

RICHMOND (Ky.) July 22.-{Exclus- 
ive Dispatch.] Gen. Clay was a son of 
Gen. Greene Clay, who figured promi- 
nently in the war of 1812, and was 
born in Madison county, Ky., on Oc- 
tober 19, 1810. He studied law, and 
was admitted & the bar in 1834. Upon 
declaration of’ war against Mexico in 
1846, Clay entered the United States 
service as captain of the O14 Infantry 
Company, a volunteer organization 
which had distinguished itself in the 
battle of Tippecanoe in 1811. During 
the war he was captured and ex- 
changed. | | 
Gen. Clay left the Whig party in 
1850, and ran as emancipation candi- 
date for Governor of Kentucky, receiv- 
ing enough votes to defeat the Whig 
candidate. Ten years later, he actively 
supported Abraham Lincoin for Presi- 
dent, having himself been prominently 
mentioned for the nomination and for 
second place on the ticket. 

When Washington stood in peril of 
capture by armed sececders of Virginia, 
just after the inauguration of Lincoln, 
Gen. Clay did much to save the cap- 
ital by raising @ company of “Clay 
Guards” among the residents, and 
holding the city until troops were 
brought to its rescue. ? 

While in Russia Gen. Clay was ap- 
pointed major-general of volunteera, 
and Simon Cameron was sent to suc- | 
ceed him.

In the fjtter, 
the cortical substance was weil 
served and of a pale pink color. After 
opening the thorax it was found that 
the heart, the aorta and the cartoid 
erteries were healthy, except that in 
the arch—<aorta was found an ather- 
lometus excrescence. Nothing was 
‘found in the pericardum. The pleura 
on the left side was quite normal, but 
on the right side the pleura was full of 
liquor of an‘orange-yellow color above, 
and bloody at the bottm, with a large 
clot of fibrine floating. Mure fibrine 
was on the free surface of the pleura 
toward the ribs. with a slight scraping 
of fibrine easily detached, allowing a 
view of the surface serum. 
The upper superior part of the right 


lung Was quite normal, but the lowe 


part was somewhat hard and cracke 
at the touch. and while cutting, a 
whitish, frothy liquid oozed out, The 
inferior lobe had partly adhered ®o the 
{wall of the thorax, and when this was 


cut ea dirty white abundant Naquid 
oozed out, showing complete hepati- 
zation. Afterward the thorax was 


filled with medicated cotton and an 
antiseptic absorbing subatarice, after 
whieh the incision made for the exami- 
nation was sewed up and the body put 
in order. The appearance eof the face 
was @iffused. All the members of the

EOLOGICAL SURVEY 
| EXAMINING FORMATION.

CALIFORNIA FIELDS BEING FULLY 
INVESTIGATED. 
— — 


Publication Will be of Great Interest 
to Producers and Prospectors of Pe- 
troleum—Movements in Kern River 
District—On Stock Exchange. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, July 22.—({Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The United States Geolog- 
ical Survey within the last eighteen 
months has been making a preliminary 
examination of the productive oil flelds 
of California, with a view, first, to ac- 
quiring a knov.ledge as to the general 
conditions and occurrence of petroleum 
in the State, and, second, applyings 
the laws that may be deduced from 
such researches to other portions of 
the coast range: The director of the 
survey long recognized the paucity of 
such knowledge relating to the Coast 
Range geology. He is now directing 
especial efforts to the unraveling of 
intricate problems with which mining 
engineers, oll men and others have to 
do in’ the prosecution of their profes-. 
sional and industrial work. A consid- 
erable number of topographic maps, 
covering the agricultural regions of 
Southern California, have already been 
published. These with special refer- 
ence to water supply. Latterly other 
sheets of similar nature, but covering 
more particularily the oil fields, both 
productive and prospective,-have been 
prepared and are now in the hands of 
the engraver. Still others are under 
survey in the field. Eventually it 
ij# proposed to cover the entire area 
of the Coast Range field, the work of 
be carried on as rapidly as the re- 
sources of the survey will permit. Re-" 
cently a member of the survey made 
an extended preliminary examination 
of the more productive oil fields and 
territory adjacent and it is intended 
to make public this information in a 
report to be issued in the latter part 
of this vear. It is the director's desire 
in the preparation of this report that 
it shall contain such facts as will be of 
special service to the men interested 
in the development of oil fields. The 
subject matter of the report therefore 
embraces such maps and surveys as 
are available, others miore on the or- 
der of land surveys, which will serve 
a temporary purpose for sections, for- 
mations and structural features en- 
countered and text descriptive thereof. 
It may be mentioned in passing that 
the Coast Range of California from a 
geological standpoint is in as little 
known as many of the more inaccessi- 
ble portions of the United States. Since 
the surveys of Whitney little atten-. 
tion has been given to this important 
mountain system. The Sierras, richly 
productive in. and silver, have. 
absorbed the pfincipal efforts of the 
geologists, State as well as govern- 
ment. In the prosecution of the sur- 
veys in the coast ranges the work has 
been dertaken from the beginning, 
and many general problems ip geology 
must be worked out before satisfac- 
tory conclusions may be drawn with 
regard to economig problems. As nearly 
as possible, howéver, these investiga- 
tions go hand in hgnd, for no one more 
fully recognizes the necessity for 
studies of the mineral wealth of our 
coyntry than the director. aga

Several years since J. E. Miller, now 
of Agua Caliente, brought nine trout 
all the way from Erskine Creek in a 
bucket and turned them into the Basin 
Creek. From this small start the lat- 
ter stream has become stocked until 
now it is — 
anywhere along its course.

Up to the day that one William T. 
Armstrong was brought up on habeas 
corpus proceedings, this boy lawyer, 
J. Perry Wood, had not made a very 
pronounced impression on the legal 
profession. 

Armstrong was fined $20 by Justice 
Chambers for shooting doves out of 
season, and Wood took him before 
Judge Conrey on habeas corpus. 

When the case came up for hearing, 
people began to be aware of the fact 
that there was a youth named Wood 
at the bat, Also that he was abusing 
the game law shamefully. Wood had 
it choked to death in seventeen differ- 
ent ways. The Supervisors vegan to 
feel that they would be lucky if they 
didn't go Ww jail for having tried to 
pass it. 

Yesterday Judge Conrey’s decision 
came down, hoiding the dove ordi- 
nance to be void and invalid. Ju 
Conrey holds that as the county or- 
dinance unde to make a penalty 
for the game act as the State law, 
the two are necessarily in conflict. The 
reason is that if a man were punished 
by the county ordinance, he could not 
be punished for violating the State 


‘}unere was another point raised, which 
| the court did not upon. It was 
contended that, as the whole people 
of California own all the wiid game, 
the people of one county have no right 
to prevent the shooting of it in a cer- 
tain district. 

The State Legislature t have 
passed a law dividing the State into 
game districts, and thug protected the 
game; but didn’t. 

R. E. Ross, Eaq., and several other 
local sportsmen have made a persistent 
fight on the county dove law aince it 


The decision affects not only Los 
Angeles county, but also every other 
county in the State, where the Super- 
visors have tampered with the State 
laws, and if Judge Conrey’s decision 
is held to be good law, the State alone - 
must hereafter attend to the preser- 
vation of the game. Not only the 
dove ordinaii:«, but the excellent deér 
law and trout laws, also are “knocked 
out” by the decision, both of . these 
last being eminently satisfactory to 
the sportaman public, though many 
are very much dissatisfied with the 
dove ordinance.

WILL INSIST UPON ENFORCEMENT 
Sixth Warder Spends Hours Examining 
Contract and Ordinances—Hot Debate 
Expected at Next Session of the Coun- 
cil—School Sites. 


Councilman Davenport is preparing 
to earry the garbage war into Africa. 
He spent a considerable portion of the 
day yesterday examining the gazar- 
bage contract and the ordinances re- 
lating thereto. There is a map in the 
Health Office showing the districts 
into which the city is divided for the 
purposes of collection and the days 
when collections should be meade.

The same ordinance 
provides that the garbage collector 
must always place the cover back 
on the can and replace it In the place 
where it was found. This portion of 
the ordinance is also disregarded by 
the wagon drivers.

HAT WILL CLARK DO 
FOR THE SUGAR TRUST? 


ANSWER OF MUCH INTEREST TO 
LOCAL JOBBERS. 


Alamitos Factory Output May be 
Thorn in Fesh of Spreckels’s Interests 
This Season—Said that Clark Would 
Sell the Plant. 


_ 


Nothing was done yesterday by the 
sugar trust toward whipping Senator 
Clark and his Alamitos beet sugar in- 
to line. The Senator is the only beet- 
sugar maker that stands out, and tne 
trust has been trying in vain to gobble 
him for a month. H. G. Loveland, 
who is in Southern California to show 
the Clark iImterests a great light, was 
in Colton yesterday. He is waiting 
around now and looking after other 
business, until J. Ross Clark, vice- 
president and general manager of the 


Alamitos Sugar Company, shall re- 
turn from the Bast. Word was re- 
ceived at the headquarters of the 


Salt Lake route yesterday, that Mr. 
Clark will arrive in Los Angeles next 
Wednesday or Thursday. 
Meantime, the local sugar brokers 
are wondering what Clark is going to 


do. 

WIll Clark act independently, or will 
he permit the Western Sugar Refining 
Company to handle his output? 

The answer to this question-is a 
matter of considerable import to the 
local jobbers. At present they are all 
tied up to the trust, and of course it 
is natural that they should not want 


on the local market. If Clark refuses 
to cast his lot with the Spreckels trust, 
his sugar product this year would be 
quite a thorn in the flesh. It has been 
estimated that the Alamitos factory 
will make 50,000 tons of sugar this year; 
if these figures are high, it might be 
safe to say 35,000 tons, which would 
be approximately one-fourth of the to- 
tal consumption of this section dure 
ing the year. 


_JOBBERS AFTER CLARK. 


In view of this fact, it is known that 
many of the local jobbers went to 
Spreckels, insisting that Clark be 
pulled into line. Already a consider- 
able amount of the Alamitos output 
has been sold here, and local jobbers 
do not know what Clark may do at 
rate-cutting if he once makes up his 
mind. 

There is no great margin of profit 

for the jobber, even under the present 
arrangement with the trust, although 
it is conceded in all quarters that the 
jobbers have been doing fairly well 
since the Western Sugar Refining Com- 
pany acquired the properties of “the 
California-Hawaliian sugar and declar-

no profit, and if the price of sugar 
was cut below cost. he was simply 
protected against loss.

FALLEN FREAK 
IS LIVERNASH. 


Union Hatred Increases for 
Gabby Demagogue. 
| 
Liar, Traitor and Lunatic, He is 
Now Considered. 
Patronizes Boycotted Places and 
Exposes Gompers— Tele- 
phones and Newsboys.

When it comes to talking 
about the rights of down-trodden labor, 
Livernash can outmouth any of the 
demagogues who have grown up from 
the ranks, and to listen to him tell of 
the woes of the poor wage-earner, and 
of the terrible deeds of the employer, 
one could well imagine that Livernash 
had suffgred all the torments of starva- 
tion, and all the anguish of toil. Of 
urse to those who know Livernash, 
a who are acquainted with his rec- 
ord, ie talk of his is a joke, but to 
the deluded. unionists it is a new gospel 
of righteousness, sent direct from 
heaven. Livernash has the gift of gab 
in a marked degree, and is fond of 
hearing himself talk. He is so fond of 
it that he goes along the street talk- 
ing to himself. He explains this pecu- 
larity by saying that he likes an ap- 
preciative audience, and he also likes to 
hear a sensible talk. It is that talk- 
ing habit which has got Livernash into 
trouble. 

Some weeks ago Livernash was 50 
busy talking to himself that he forgot 
his duty as the champion of labor, and 
walked deliberately the union 
get in front of a furnishing store. 

e did worse than that, for he became 
s0 irritated at the interruption to his 
thread of thought just when he was 
solving the great question of state, 
that he called the picket vile names and 
told him to go to a place that is not 
mentioned in polite society. This was 
followed by the purchase of goods in 
the boycotted store, and the further. 
insulting of the representative of the 
retail clerks’ union when remonstrated 
with. The matter was taken to the La- 
vor Council, which bedy was asked by 
the clerks to mete out fit punishment 
for the crime. All this story has been 
told, but an incident of that meeting 
has just leaked out and Livernash now 
has a lot of “explanationing”’ to do to 
square himeelf.

In order to justify his action, Liver- 
nash told how, on a certain occasion at

This assertion was denied, and 
then it was asserted that Sam Gom- 
pers himself, the head of the union la- 
bor organization of the whole coun- 
try, bought goods regardless of whether

prove the truth of his assertion, so Liv- 
ernash. said, Gompers’s clothing was 
examined, and it was found that not 
a single article bore the union label. 
This was not well received by the 
assemb!l unionists, and, in fact, it 
was at once vehemently denied by nu- 
merous friends of Gompers, re- 
fused to sit quietly by and hear their 
chief maligned. 

These men did not let the matter rest 
there, and they sent a letter to Gom- 
pers asking him if it were a fact that 
none of his clothing bore the union la- 
bel, and if the incident mentioned by 
Livernash had ever taken place. ” 
reply to the letter came in due time, 
and the answer was just what Gom- 
pers’s friends said it would be—a total 
denial of the truth of the assertion, and 
of the fact of the incident. Livernash 
has not yet taken the trouble to ab- 
stract his mind from affairs of state 
long enough to explain his story, and 
he is now resting easily under the im- 
putation of being just an ordinary, 
cheap liar. 

The vagaries of the Livernash mind 
are dificult to follow, as the attorneys 
in the car men's arbitration have 
found out, yet it seems strange that 
following close on the footsteps of the 
haberdashery incident Livernesh 
should again fall from the paths of 
union rectitude and go out of his way to 
patronize a non-ynion shop.

TELEPHONE BOYCOTT. 

The telephone strike in San Fran- 
cisco has reached the boycott stage, 
and the fiat has gone forth that no 
union man must use the telephone. 
Some of the unions have gone the limit 
and have set a penalty on any member 
who uses one of the time-savers. The 
carpenters’ union fines tts members $5 
for using a telephone, and the Labor 
Council has published the boycott. It 
is a boycott with a string to it, how- 
ever, for the Council realized that’ it 
would be impossible to make it thor- 
oughly effective. It is anounced that 
there are certain wvusinesses which 
were exempt from the boycott, as the 
telephone is a necess‘ty to therm. There- 
fore dispensations are granted drug 
stores, do:tors, undertakers, the police 
and fire departments of the city, and 
the newspapers. Other business inter- 
ests are told that the telephone must 
not be used until the company submits 
to the demands of the striking linemen 
at Los Angeles, for, be ‘it understood, 
this is not a local quarrel atall, but is 
the effort of the labor unions to make 
San Francisco suffer the penalty which 
cannot be inflicted on the southern 


cty. 
It was predicted that telephones by 
the wagonioad would be sent back to 


the company’s office as soon as the boy- 
cott went into force, but up to date 
the streets have not been obstru:ted 
wagons bearing the instruments. 

e telephone company has not as yet 
shown the flag of istress, and it Is 
said that the telephone girls have not 
found their work lightened by the fall- 
ing off of calls. 

UNION CIRCUS. 

One of the beauties of unionism is 
evident on the streets of this city just 
now, and it must be confessed that the 
victim is receiving little sympathy 
from the public. Some time ago Tom 
Garrett, the freak who runs the Post 
in this city, and who formerly was city 
editor of the Examiner, organized the 
newsboys’ union, for the purpose of in- 
juring the Bulletin. Crothers of the 
Bulletin fell quickly into the idea and 
beat Garrett at his own game. Then 
both the evening papers tried to see 
which could do the most for the news- 
boys’ union, with the result that every 
little fellow in the city who made a 
few dimes selling papers was forced 
into the union. \ 

Things worked well for some months, 
but Garrett is not a man to stick very 
long to one thing. He conceived the idea 
that the newsboys were making too 
much money out of the business, and 
he concluded to raise the price of pa- 
pers. Crothers fell into the scheme 
with suspicious readiness, and the boys 
were told of the increase. But the boys 
wanted to have something to say in 
the matter, and announced that unless 
the old prices were maintained they 
would not sell the papers. The publish- 
ers told the boys they could get all tas 
newsboys they wanted, and then car: 
the test. The union boycotted the two 
evening papers, and made arrangements 
to sell the Oakland papers on the 
streets, and stop the sale of the loca! 
evening papers until such time as they 
reduced the price. 

Garrett, who at one time was looked 
upon as the god of the newsbuys, is 
obstinate to the extent that he is called 

ig-headed, and he took matters into 

is own hands. He started out 'ravely 
enough, but he found that he cou!4 nut 
get any boy in the city to face the 300 
toughs that constituted the newsboys’ 
vnion. Then Garrett undertook the 
task of doing his own wagon driving. 
and he paraded the streets with hun- 
dreds of boys tagging at his wheels, 
calling him the names that have been 
so thoroughly rolled under the tongue 
of the boycotted editor. The people 
have no sympathy with the boys in 
their unionism, but they are pleased to 
see the man who is such a howler for 
unionism get paid in his own coin. 


YOUTHFUL “SHOOTERS-UP.”

THE OIL INDUSTRY 
INAL COMPANY PLANS 
IMPORTANT ENTERPRISES. 


PIPE LINES TRANSPORTATION 
OF OIL AND GAS. : 


‘Will Supply Santa Maria With Fuel. 


Field—Monte Cristo Dividend—Eastern 


Two important enterprises are under 
consideration by the Pinal Oil Com- 
pany of the Santa Maria field, in Santa 
Barbara county. The company is 
planning the construction of two pipe 
lines, one for the transportation of oil, 
and the other for natural gas. 

Work is to be started at once on the 
oll pipe line, the intention being to lay 
pipe from Santa Maria to Graciosa 
station, four miles. The ground has 
already been surveyed and a large 
force is ready to lay the pipe under- 
ground. It is expected that within two 
weeks the line will be ready for use. 
The intention of the oil company is to 
ship its product by ralfl over the Pacific 
Coast road to Port Harford, where it 
will be disposed of to the contractors. 

Several large corporations are mak- 
ing active é@fforts to secure the Pinal 
oll, but in anticipation of a rise in the 
market the directors are holding off 
and not making long-time contracts. 

The supplying of natural gas to the 
towns near the Santa Maria fleld is 
the latest movement on the part of the 
Pinal company. Its plan is to furnisa 
gas from its wells to Santa Maria and 
Guadaloupe. According to estimates 
received it is believed that it can be 
done cheaply and yield good- returns. 
At the present time the Pinal company 
has three wells that are heavy oil pro- 
ducers and much gas is going to wuste 
that might be-saved if company 
would take up the proposition now uli- 
der consideration.

LONGEST SUGAR SEASON.

SANTA MARIA, July 23.—The Union 
gugar factory is now well started, and 
although the machinery is not be'ng 
run to its fullest extent, the output is 
considerably over 1000 bags per day. 
a new battery has been installed which 
it is expected will be able to slice up- 
ward of 600 tons of beets per day, an 
imecrease of 100 tons. The beets are av- 
eraging 99 per cent. purity, and have 
sugar contents of 20 per cent. This 
addition to the uniform size of the 
beets is considered excellent, and as- 

ny the longest run. of 
any previous son. It is expected 
that the factory will run far initio De- 
cember, which is nearly double as long 
as when the factory opened five years 
ago. Irrigation is being carried on in 
some portions of the vast beet field at 
present, where it was impossible to ir- 
rigate before planting. The difference 
between the irrigated and unirrigated 
beets is most astonishing, the latter 
being almost unfit for use.
